American an d o ther fo reign in ­ 
v esto rs are likely to b en efit 
fro m the p ro sp ectiv e retu rn to 
p o wer in Argen tin a o f fo rmer 
dictato r Ju an D. Pero n . 
The fo rmer p residen t may 
su cceed in cu rb in g the k idn ap ­ 
ers an d o ther terro rists who 
hav e hamp ered b u sin ess o p er­ 
atio n s. 
He also is tho u ght to b e o p ­ 
p o sed to legislatio n to raise 
tax es an d limit credits fo r fo r­ 
eign in v esto rs. 
Bu t so me American b an ks, 
p rin cip ally Chase Man hattan , 
Mo rgan Gu aran ty Tru st an d 
First Natio n al City , still may 
lo se their ho ldin gs in Argen tin e 
b an ks. 
A p en din g law wo u ld b u y o u t 
their in terests an d tho se o f two 
Sp an ish b an k s an d a German 
o n e—with co mp en satio n . Pero n 
is n o t ex p ected to o b ject. 
U.S. o fficials n ev er do u b ted 
that Camp o ra was simp ly a 
stan d-in fo r Pero n . Bu t they did 
n o t thin k the o n etime den tist 
wo u ld resign so swiftly , o n his 
50th day in o ffice. 
Secretary o f State William P. 
Ro gers fo u n d Camp o ra to b e a 
fo rcefu l figu re in his o wn right 
when the two met in Bu en o s 
Aires last May after Camp o ra’s 
in au gu ratio n . 
“I do n ’t su p p o se we’ll hav e 
an y serio u s p ro b lems,” Ro gers 
to ld n ewsmen then . An d n o n e 
hav e dev elo p ed b etween the 
two go v ern men ts. 
Still, Washin gto n is n o t u n -

hap p y that Pero n is rep lacin g 
Camp o ra so so o n , altho u gh 
there is so me q u estio n ab o u t 
the health an d v igo r o f the 77- 
y ear-o ld fo rmer p residen t. 
Camp o ra is co n sidered to the 
left p o litically o f Pero n . He at­ 
tracted sev eral y o u n g radicals 
to his go v ern men t that Pero n 
p ro b ab ly wo u ld n o t hav e tak en 
o n an d will dro p . 
Un der Camp o ra, the p ro s­ 
p ects ap p eared go o d fo r p as­ 
sage o f the b ill to restrict fo r­ 
eign in v estmen t. Min in g, in su r­ 
an ce, 
co mmu n icatio n s 
an d 
so me o ther in du stries wo u ld 
hav e b een o ff-limits to co m­ 
p an ies o wn ed en tirely o r p re­ 
do min an tly b y fo reign in terests, 
in clu din g American firms.

(AP) — Two 
armed men tied u p fiv e em­ 
p lo y es o f a fried chicken sto re 
Friday , rifled a cash register 
an d k idn ap ed a p o lice sergean t 
u sin g his sq u ad car fo r their 
getaway . 


Lin co ln Po lice Det. William 
Kreu ger said au tho rities, who 
had b een called to the scen e 
while the ro b b ery was in p ro g­ 
ress, sto o d b y help lessly as the 
p air o f gu n men emerged fro m 
the sto re u sin g Sgt. Ro n ald 
Ro b b in s as a shield. 
The two ro b b ers an d the p o ­ 
liceman climb ed in the p atro l 
car an d sp ed fro m the scen e. 
Kreu ger gav e this acco u n t: 


The two men en tered the 
sto re late Friday an d o rdered 
all fiv e emp lo y es in to a sto rage 
area where they were b o u n d 
with wire. The assistan t man ­ 
ager, Bu rrell Sho o t, was made 
to lay face do wn . The ro b b ers 
b en t a rat-tail co mb in half an d 
p laced it u n der his leg tellin g 
him it was a b o mb an d that if 
he mo v ed it wo u ld deto n ate. 
While the fiv e emp lo y es were 
b ein g b o u n d, En o ch Leakey , 
sto re man ager, arriv ed to b egin 
clo sin g fo r the n ight. When he 
walked in the fro n t do o r, o n e o f 
the ro b b ers p o sed as an em­ 


p lo y e an d ask ed: 
“May I help y o u ?” 
Leak ey p lay ed alo n g b y o r­ 
derin g so me chick en . The man 
resp o n ded that the sto re was 
clo sin g, so Leak ey left. He wen t 
to a n earb y telep ho n e an d 
called p o lice. 


Sgt. Ro b b in s arriv ed, en tered 
thro u gh a b ack do o r an d was 
co n fro n ted b y o n e o f the ro b ­ 
b ers with 
a 
gu n . 
After 
a 
stru ggle, Ro b b in s was su b du ed 
b y b o th men . Other o fficers a r­ 
riv ed at the scen e. After riflin g 
a cash draw er, the gu n men 
u sed Ro b b in s as a shield to 
mak e their getaway in the o ffi­ 
cer’s mark ed p atro l car. 


Ro b b in s was driv en to a ru ral 
area ab o u t 20 miles n o rth o f 
Lin co ln where the men han d­ 
cu ffed him to a tree an d sp ed 
away in the car. Ro b b in s at­ 
tracted the atten tio n o f a farm ­ 
er who freed the p o liceman 
with b o lt cu tters. 
Kreu ger said a mo n ey b ag 
was fo u n d n ear the do o r, ap ­ 
p aren tly dro p p ed b y the ro b ­ 
b ers as they made their geta­ 
way . An u n disclo sed amo u n t o f 
cash was missin g. 
He said n o trace o f the p atro l 
car o r the gu n men has b een 
fo u n d.

He was admitted to the ho sp i­ 
tal two day s ago with a v iral 
p n eu mo n ia, an in flammatio n o f 
the lu n gs. 
The p ain s in the right side o f 
his chest which the Presiden t 
ex p erien ced Thu rsday an d Fri­ 
day as a resu lt o f the p n eu ­ 
mo n ia 
lessen ed 
du rin g 
the 
n ight, the ho sp ital rep o rted. 
In additio n , his temp eratu re 
dro p p ed fro m a high 102 to 100 
at midn ight, the ho sp ital said. 
“He req u ired min imal p ain 
medicatio n an d rested reaso n ­ 
ab ly well du rin g the n ight an d 
was still asleep at 7:3 0 a.m. 
EDT.” the rep o rt o n his co n di­ 
tio n said. 
Nix o n was admitted to the 
ho sp ital at 9 :15 p .m. Thu rsday 
after his p erso n al p hy sician Dr. 
Walter Tk ach determin ed in an 
ex amin atio n that the Presiden t 
had a v iral co n ditio n . 
Do cto rs at the cen ter rep o rt­ 
ed Friday that the Presiden t 
was su fferin g fro m sev ere 
p ain s in the right chest which 
they said sho wed a co n tin u in g 
ev iden ce o f in flatio n . 
Ho wev er, they said they had 
determin ed that the p ain was 


n o t the kin d asso ciated with 
co ro n ary artery o r heart dis­ 
ease. 
They reco mmen ded therap y 
an d estimated that the Presi­ 
den t wo u ld b e ho sp italized fo r 
sev en to 10 day s. 
To day ’s rep o rt o n his co n di­ 
tio n did n o t refer to the state o f 
the chest in flatio n .

Sco tt, sp eak in g at a din n er in 
ho n o r o f Illin o is Co n gressman 
Ro b ert McClo ry , describ ed the 
Watergate affair as “dreadfu l 
an d wro n g” an d said it was 
cau sed b y “to o mu ch mo n ey 
an d y o u n g men like Dean who 
wen t to o fast, to o far, to o 
so o n .” 
“No t o n e sin gle elected o ffi­ 
cial is in v o lv ed in this mess,” 
Sco tt said, addin g he is co n ­ 
v in ced Presiden t Nix o n had n o 
kn o wledge o f the in ciden t o r 
the co v eru p p rio r to March 21 
when he an n o u n ced his o wn in ­ 
v estigatio n in to the matter. 
Sco tt to o k a v erb al swip e at 


Watergate Co mmittee Chair­ 
man Sen . Sam Erv in , D-N.C., 
say in g he is “fed u p ” with E r­ 
v in ’s “fo lk talk es fro m No rth 
Caro lin a.” He criticized also 
the media fo r treatin g Dean ’s 
testimo n y as serio u sly as it 
wo u ld “a No b el Prize win n er.” 
He said the mo st 
“co n ­ 
temp tu o u s, desp icab le actio n ” 
he has ev er seen hap p en ed F ri­ 
day mo rn in g when he said,

Man del is n o ro man tic Du ke o f

lic jo b to o . 
Tu n e in n ex t y ear at electio n time 
to see if he g ets away with it. If he 
do es, it will rep resen t an o ther mile­ 
sto n e in the g radu al liberatio n o f 
p u blic fig u res fro m the rig id behav ­ 
io r p attern s imp o sed by traditio n al 
so cial mo res—an d the hy p o crisy 
which they so metimes req u ire.

After Man del’s bo mbshell telev i­ 
sio n n ews p ro g rams in terv iewed 
sev eral middle-ag ed wo men who 
tho u g ht he o u g ht to be p u n ished at 
the p o lls fo r darin g to leav e his wife.

Fo o d is life. All species requires no urishment to 
stay aliv e, to gro w, and to flo urish in go o d health. 
Human beings hav e dev elo ped a v ariety o f 
attitudes to wards fo o d and eating. So me o f us eat 
simply in o rder to liv e, o thers liv e largely in o rder 
to eat. Humankind, all o v er the wo rld has 
dev elo ped an eno rmo us v ariety o f fo o d stuffs, so me 
o f which may seem v ery strange to us. 
Eskimo s liv ing near the No rth Po le co nsider it 
a delicacy to eat Narwhale skin and fat which has 
been aged fo r sev eral y ears. In Samo a, the co mmo n 
fo o ds are Taro , bananas, fish, wild pigeo n, half 
ro asted po rk, and Land Crabs. The po int in which 
all human attitudes to ward fo o d jo in is this: To liv e 
and be healthy and happy , we must plan in­ 
telligently what we eat, and eat it with pleasure. 
The aged perso n in o ur health care facilities 
lo o ks fo rward to meals as the ev ent o f the day . And 
it is impo rtant fo r the staff to do ev ery thing po ssible 
to make meals attractiv e and nutritio us. 
In Lo ng-Term Care Facilities, there are o ften 
peo ple who canno t use what we call, the no rmal 
diet. One resident may hav e difficulty swallo wing, 
and his fo o d will hav e to be pureed o r liquified. 
Ano ther with digestiv e difficulties may be unable to 
to lerate ruffage o r certain fats. Still ano ther 
resident may be allergic to particular fo o ds. 
Furthermo re, residents may hav e a religio us basis 
fo r refusing fo o d. 
Menus must be adjusted fo r these peo ple, and 
we must alway s bear in mind that serv ing the 
wro ng fo o d can be as damaging as administering 
the wro ng medicatio n. 
So me o f the mo st co mmo n v ariatio ns to be 
fo und in Lo ng-Term Care Facilities are the Lo w 
Carbo hy drate o r Diabetic diet, Lo w So dium, Lo w 
Residue, and High Pro tein Diets. 
Enjo y ment o f a meal depends upo n a number o f 
facto rs. It is these facto rs that determine ho w well 
the lo ng-term care facility ’s dietary serv ice 
measures up to its respo nsibility . The majo r 
respo nsibility is to make meal serv ice a v ital link in 
the chain o f ev ents designed to make life happier 
fo r all patients. 
The majo r facto rs to co ntribute to a resident’s 
co ntentment á re: 
1. Pro v iding v ariety in the menu. 
2 . Maintaining flex ibility in the menu to allo w 
fo r indiv idual preferences. 
3 . Serv ing fo o ds that are pro perly co o ked; no t 
o v er-co o ked o r under-co o keid. 
4. Serv ing fo o ds at ex pected temperature. Ho t 
dishes sho uld be serv ed ho t and co ld dishes 
serv ed co ld. 
5. Attractiv ely arranging tray s and tables with 
that added to uch which sho ws that so mebo dy 
cares. 
6 . Pro v iding a cheerful setting which pro mo tes 
relax atio n. 
Our co nsulting Dietician, Mrs. Jo y ce Miller, 
fro m the Dix o n Public Ho spital, has do ne an o ut­ 
standing jo b, in helping o ur dietary department 
meet the o bjectiv es that must be maintained. 
Tho se o bjectiv es are: 
1. To increase the emo tio nal well-being o f the 
residents and 
2 . To meet their needs with respect to pro per 
nutritio n.

"Certain Sum m er" scores twice 
in television Scout Aw ards 


NEW YORK (NEA)— “That Certain Summer,” a 
dramatic film for television produced by Richard Levin­ 
son and William Link, has won Best Film and Best Actor 
Awards in the fifth annual balloting of more than 1,000 tel­ 
evision critics and editors by TV Scout. 
Hal Holbrook, who portrayed a homosexual with a 
teen-age son, received the Best Actor Award for his role in 
the film presented Nov. 1, on ABC-TV. 
Best Actress balloting resulted in a tie this year with 
Helen Hayes and Cloris Leachman sharing honors for 
their performances in “The Snoop Sisters” (NBC) and “A 
Brand New Life” (ABC), respectively. 
A record number of 94 films were produced for televi­ 
sion this year. Editors and critics were asked by the news­ 
paper preview service to nominate their top five choices 
in the categories of Best Film, Actor and Actress. 
Following tabulation of the nominating ballots by the 
TV Scout staff, headed by editor Joan Crosby in the serv­ 
ice’s Hollywood headquarters, official ballots were 
mailed to the participating critics and editors. These in­ 
cluded the more than 200 subscribers to the TV Scout pre­ 
view service, subscribers to Newspaper Enterprise Asso­ 
ciation, of which TV Scout is a division, and to major met­ 
ropolitan newspapers. 
Nearly all daily newspapers in the United States par­ 
ticipated in the balloting. 
Best Actor nominees were Holbrook, Martin Balsam 
in “A Brand New Life.” Herschel Bernardi in “No Place 
to Run” (ABC), Henry Fonda in “The Red Pony,” and 
Telly Savalas in “The Marcus-Nelson Murders.” ' 
Best Actress nominees were Miss Hayes, Miss Leach- 
man, Jamie Smith Jackson in “Go Ask Alice,” and Jenny 
Agutter and Vivian Merchant in “The War of Children.”

He's riding the bench

NEW YORK (NEA)— Bobby 
Mu rcer had come ou t of the 
du gou t and walked toward the 
batting cage becau se the New 
York Yankee regu lars were 
abou t to take p re-game swats. 
This meant, of cou rse, that the 
Yankee irregu lars wou ld be 
shooed away . Ron Swoboda is 
one of those u nlu strou s latter. 
“Last one,” he called to the 
batting p ractice p itcher. Then 
to himself, as if he were a boy in 
a neighborhood stickball game 
dreaming of swinging in Yan­ 
kee Stadiu m, “The World Se­ 
ries, bases loaded 
. . . ” He 
p op p ed to short. 
Swoboda came ou t of the bat­ 
ting cage, his shoes u nlaced, 
looking thinner than he had in 
y ears, barely a dab of su ntan, a 
short rou gh stu bble, bu t ey es 
still op en to p ossibilities. 
Mu rcer was talking now to a 
rep orter abou t the recent su rge 
by the Yankees that elev ated 
them into first p lace in the 
American Leagu e East and

abou t a p otential p ennant. 
Swoboda walked ov er. 
M u rcer, 
good-natu redly : 
“H ere’s why we’re doing so 
well—that World Series ex p e­ 
rience ru bs off.” 
Swoboda, an ou tfielder with 
the New York Mets when they 
won the World Series in 19 6 9 , 
knit his brows and lau ghed. 
“Su re,” he said. 
Swoboda had not p lay ed in a 
month, had been to bat only 
22 
tim es in the season and had an 
av erage of .09 5. He had de­ 
scribed himself as hav ing “a 
cry p t p allor—like D racu la”— 
from sitting on the bench. “ My 
ey es are cobwebby ,” he said, 
with 
wan 
smile, 
“and 
my 
cheeks are su nken becau se I 
nev er get ou t of the shadows of 
the du gou t.” 
Actu ally , he had lost weight 
ov er the winter to be in better 
shap e. He said he weighs abou t 
185 now, some 10 to 15 p ou nds 
less than last y ear. “ I’v e lost 
weight and I still can’t hit my 
weight,” he said. 
Yet he is not desp airing. He 
say s it wou ld be a heav y load if 
he w eren’t p lay ing and the 
team was flou ndering. “Bu t it’s 
alway s thrilling to be p art of a 
w inner,” he said. 
Swoboda considers the bright 
side, bu t in a way that a blind 
man might be thankfu l that he 
at least can hear. 
“On the road I get in abou t 10 
swings in the batting cage al­ 
most ev ery day ,” he said. He 
recalls how his cu rrent m anag­ 
er, Ralp h Hou k, u sed to get only 
two swings on the road when he 
was a third-string catcher for 
the Yankees in their glory day 
in the ’50s. “Su bs then weren’t 
considered 
im p ortant,” 
said 
swoboda. 
t 


The intimation is that Swobo­ 
da is imp ortant. Althou gh he 
acknowledges how loaded the 
Yankees are in the ou tfield, he 
still is p rep ared for his chan­ 
ce—shou ld it come. He takes a 
lot of p ractice flies, he say s, 
and ru ns and hits as often as 
p ossible. Most imp ortant he re­ 
fu ses to sink into the doldru ms 
as he sinks before each game 
into the leather cu shion on the 
bench. “It’s a fu nny gam e,” he 
said. “Things can tu rn arou nd 
fast.” 
He has gained p ossession of 
himself, something he lacked 
when he came u p to the m ajors 
nine y ears ago as a 20 -y ear-old 
rookie with great p ower (he hit 
19 hom ers—and nev er came 
close to that again) and a p ow­ 
erfu l tem p er. 
As a p rodigiou sly ty p ical Met 
of those early , zany day s, he 
once p op p ed u p with men on 
base and angrily retu rned to 
the bench and stam p ed his feet 
on a batting helmet. He cou ld 
not get the helmet off his sp ikes 
and he had to be rep laced in the 
ou tfield in the nex t inning. 
His high moment cam e when 
he sav ed the fou rth game of the 
19 6 9 World Series with a stu ­ 
p endou s div ing catch. Two sea­ 
sons later he was traded to 
Montreal becau se, say s Swobo­ 
da, Gil Hodges did not like his 
“woolly look.” Swoboda was 
one of the first p lay ers to wear 
long hair and beads. After only 
39 gam es with Montreal he was 
traded to the Yankees. 
He has nev er become the ou t­ 
standing p lay er that some had 
p redicted he wou ld be. And 
ev en Swoboda, in a half-joking 
moment, 
asked 
rhetorically , 
“Why am I wasting so mu ch 
dedication on su ch a nr^diocre 


career?” 
He answers that by say ing 
su ccess is not necessarily rated 
p u rely by p erformance or bat­ 
ting av erage. He has giv en u p a 
lot—“the beach on su mmer 
Su nday s with my fam ily ”—to 
p lay in the m ajor leagu es, and 
feels fortu nate to hav e stu ck for 
all this time. “A gu y who driv es 
a Chev y wishes he were driv ing 
a M ercedes,” said Swoboda, 
“bu t for-one reason or another 
it ju st doesn’t m aterialize. Bu t 
may be the gu y is hap p y any ­ 
way . May be he has a great 
family , friends, and a healthy 
p ersp ectiv e on life.” 
In those rare instances when 
Swoboda comes to bat the 
scoreboard flashes, as it does 
for most p lay ers, his batting 
av erage. 
“Johnny Callison was hitting 
.121 and he asked them not to 
p u t that on the* scoreboard,” 
said Swoboda.
